To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newbury, in the County 
of Merrimack, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Newbury on Tuesday, the 14th day of March, next at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


Art. 2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


Art. 3. To hear Reports of Town Officers, Agents and 
Committees heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 5. To see what action the Town wishes to take 
in regard to disposing of property acquired by tax deed. 


Art. 6. To see what action the Town wishes to take 
in regard to raising and appropriating the sum of one hun- 
dred and twenty-five ($125.00) dollars for the purpose of 
publicizing and promoting the natural advantages of the 
Town, together with the other Towns in the Dartmouth- 
Lake Sunapee area. 


Art. 7. To see what action the Town wishes to take 
in regard to raising and appropriating the sum of five 
hundred ($500.00) dollars for the purpose of publicizing 
and advertising the Lake Sunapee Area, the same to be 
turned over to the Lake Sunapee Board of Trade, for this 
purpose. 
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Art. 8. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell the land purchased from C. L. Hay (79 acres 
more or less) located on the Chalk Pond Road, or any 
land owned by the Town not needed for Town business, 
(to hold until recinded.) 


Art. 9. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to continuing work on the so-called Post Road, 
raise and appropriate the sum of fifteen hundred ($1,500.00) 
dollars for same. 


Art. 10. To see what action the Town wishes to take 
in regard to accepting from the estate of Alice Wells Pres- 
sey the sum of one hundred ($100.00) dollars. The same 
to be held in trust and the income from said trust fund to 
be used for the perpetual care of the Elmer E. Blodgett 
Cemetery lot in the Newbury Cemetery. . 


Art. 11. 'To see if the Town will vote to adopt the pro- 
visions of R. A. 252 relating to the construction and main- 
tenance of sewers and sidewalks. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to make application to the Federal Government 
for a loan, interest free, from the Housing and Home Fi- 
nance Agency under the provisions of Public Law 560, 
83rd Congress.

Art. 15 To see what action the Town wishes to take in 
regards to installing a forced hot air heating system in the 
Memorial Hall, raise and appropriate the sum of five hun- 
dred ($500.00) dollars for same.

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A WORD FROM YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


The following figures indicate the extent to which our 
town dump is used. The figures are not complete for the 
entire period during which the dump was supervised but 
they are impressive. They cover 11 days in July, 14 days in 
August and 6 days in September. During this period 740 
passenger cars and 190 trucks deposited all types of waste 
material representing a tremendous volume. An average of 
24 cars and 6 trucks—nearly 4 vehicles per hour for the 
time the attendant was there—used the dump each day. To 
this must be added those who came when the attendant was 
not there—-very early morning and in the evening. Flam- 
mable material is burned by the attendant each day as it is 
brought in if conditions permit and under the general direc- 
tion of your forest fire warden. The attendant takes pride in 
his work and has done an excellent job. We have a com- 
munity dump which has received the praise of both our 
townspeople and the district fire chief who frequently in- 
spects it. You who use the dump are to be commended for 
your cooperation by dumping where the attendant requests. 
This helps to keep it both safe and clean looking. 


Since the dump is open all the time, our greatest dif- 
ficulty comes during the period the attendant is absent— 
early morning, evening and days off. Some are careless. 
They are inclined to scatter their waste instead of putting 
is as near the edge of the dump as possible. A little more 
consideration on their part would aid materially both in 
keeping the dump safe and providing space for everyone 
who comes at that time. We solicit your cooperation in this 
regard. 


We urge everyone to bring their waste material to the 
dump instead of trying to burn at home. It is the safest 
method of disposing of it and eliminates individual respon- 
sibility for such burning.
